For Hunter’s Pomt Homes 


After a very extensive and intensive study of the rent 
structures for war housing in the Bay area, the San Francis- 
co Housing Authority is pleased to announce a new rent 
schedule, effective immediately, involving reductions on war 


homes at Hunter’s Point. 


The new rent scale is as follows: 


2 room apartment, 


$27.50; three room, $32.00; four room, $35.00, and five room, 


$37.00. 


The above schedule is based on unfurnished units. 


The rent scale for furnished 
apartments is: two room, $31.00; 
three room, $36.00; four room, 
$41.00; and five room, $43.00. 

Furniture includes stove, ice 
box, beds, mattresses, pillows, 
dressers, tables, chairs, waste pa- 
per baskets and ash trays. 

The San Francisco Housing Au- 
thority, the body responsible for the 
construction, maintenance and 
management of all public housing 
in San Francisco, both permanent 
low rent developments and temporr 
ary war homes, attempts at all 
times to maintain a consistent and 
reasonable scale of rents. 

The Authority does everything in 
its power to provide a satisfactory 
community life as well as homes for 
its tenants. Schools, day care cen- 
ters, recreation and play facilities 
are all within the Authority’s poli- 
cy of “More than shelter.” 


Boy On Raft Saved 
In Daring Rescue 


When three lads from Double 
Rock built themselves a raft and 
decided to take a pleasure trip 
around the Bay at Candlestick, they 
didn’t count on the tide. It was fun 
for a while, until a strong current 
carried the raft ,swiftly out. A 
quarter of a mile off shore, two 
of the panicky boys jumped off and 
started to swim for home. 

The third boy, fourteen year old 
Filomeno’ Macasaet, remained 
aboard the raft which kept moving 
tipsily farther and farther_ out. 
Filomeno couldn’t swim, and there 
was nothing to do but wave,frantic- 
ally for help. 

Help came in the form of Fred 
Ettline, new resident of Candlestick 
Cove. Ettline was in the process of 
moving into his home at Candle- 
stick, when he was attracted by the 
lone raft with the figure of a boy. 
A champion swimmer, and member 
of the York, Pennsylvania Inter- 
state champion. swimming team, 
Ettline plunged into the water to 
the boy’s rescue. Simultanetously, 
seventeen year old George Hom- 
enko who lives in the vicinity of 
Candlestick, also dived into the Bay. 

As he reached the _ half-sub- 
merged raft Homenko gasped, “I 
can’t get back.” He had never had 
the experience of swimming such a 
long distance in his life.

Manuel had put in a call for the 
Coastguard boat. Just as it arrived, 
Ettline pulled the raft ashore. 

Filomeno was taken to the San 
Francisco Emergency Hospital for 
treatment. Ettline’s hands and feet 
were lacerated from the experience. 


DAY CARE HOMES 


Many women in this district are 
meeting the needs of employed mo- 
thers by taking children into their 
homes for day care, or part time 
day care. 

It is not generally known by new- 
comers in San Francisco that be- 
fore taking any child into their 
home for care, a permit is neces- 
sary from the Department of 
Health. 

However, certain standards have 
been established for the benefit and 
protection of the boarded children. 
After an application for a permit 
is received at the Department of 
Public Health a home visit is made 
and the requirements discussed in 
detail.

Plans 
for playgrounds are ready for con- 
struction. A large community build- 
ing to serve recreational needs or 
residents will be ready any day. 

Ridge Point, now officially open 
and dedicated is worth watching.

With whatever materials they 
have had at hand, recrea- 
tion directors have given un- 
stintingly of their time, energy and 
sincere interest.

Fevre, George Stevens, Robert B. 
Long, and Efren Lloyd. 

Perhaps because Middle Point is 
the oldest project at Hunter’s Point, 
cooperation which has been given 
so fully at all times by its manager 
has been more keenly appreciated 
by recreation directors there. This 
week they have asked the Beacon 
to extend their sincere thanks and 
appreciation to Manager Lloyd and 
his staff for the continuous cooper- 
ation they have received from the 
beginning. He and his maintenance 
staff were never too busy to attend 
to their needs. 

During the production of the play 
“Room Service”, maintenance men 
hoisted sets, connected lighting, and 
did a hundred odd jobs which made 
the production of the play possi- 
ble.

er projects, Noumea and. Tulagi 
Roads. 

The trailer projects were named 
from -their locations: Third and 
Army streets, near Islais Creek, will 
be called Islais Creek War Trail- 
er Court; Oakdale and Bayshore 
will be Oakdale. War Trailer Court; 
others, South Alemany and North 
Alemany War Trailer Courts.

The tune, which was written at 


and:about Jack London’s famous 
Valley of the Moon in Sonoma 
County, is already known and pop- 
ular among residents there. It was 
in the Valley of the Moon that Mrs. 
Jensen first met Nell Griffith Wil- 
son who wrote the words to “Wish- 
ing On A Star.” The two of them 
put their heads together and col- 
laborated on more than a few songs, 
inspired by the beautiful surround-~- 
ings of Northern California. 

Although Fresno California is her 
home town, it is to the Valley of 
‘the Moon that Mrs. Jensen will 
return after the war. She and her 
husband, Otto Jensen, now an 
electrician at the Navy Yard, have 
spent many happy days on the 
ranch they own in the Valley. 

Before -she was married, Mrs, 
Jensen taught school in the ele- 
mentary grades. Teaching the 
children music-was one of the re- 
quirements, and started her interest 
in composing music as a hobby. 
Her hobby has grown and taken 
root and her spare time is now 
‘spent in the study of musical com- 
position, which she hopes to utilize 
in a professional way. 

Soft spoken, attractive, and with 
a willingness to serve wherever she 
can, Mrs. Jensen has a large circle 
of friends at Candlestick Cove. 

Mrs. Jensen’s song, which is as 
catching as the measles, was pub- 
lished by the composer and lyricist 
in San Francisco.

Carlill still bears the scars of his 
encounter with Nero, famous circus 
lion. 


Retired from circus life, he is now 
working at the Navy Yard. But 
acrobatic stunts have remained his 
hobby, and he performs for his 
friends during spare hours. He has 
contributed much of the entertain- 
ment to the parties which he has 
attended. 


A treat will be in store for Can- 
dlestick residents if a handyman 
succeds in constructing a wooden 
staircase at the recreation center. 
Just a few stairs is all the equip- 
ment he needs to put on a thrilling 
acrobatic performance. 


Fascinating are the tales which 
Carlill tells of his life and travels 
with the circus, and it is not dif- 
ficult to discern that the lure of 
the sawdust and high trapeze rings 
are still in his heart. The deeply 
imbedded scars on his arm and 
back are constant reminders of his 
circus days, and ironically one of 
the offspring of his lion assailant, 
Nero, now makes his abode at the 
San Franciseo zoo. 


It was during feeding time that 
the accident happened which near- 
ly cost Carlill his life. Nero’s meat 
was not quite within his reach and 
Carlill tried to push it closer. The 
lion made a quick lunge for him, 
his teeth sinking viciously into his 


arm, leaving a deep gouge. Carlill- 


turned quickly away, but not quick- 
ly enough. Nero took another nip 
into his back. ; 

Carlill tells about the feeding 
habits of lions, which are contrary 
to most animals. Lions receive ra- 
tions once every other day, and 
are fed only after they have given 
a performance. This prevents them 
from being sleepy and lethargic 
during their act. 

One of Carlill’s chores was taking 
care of huge bull elephants. “It was 
no fun,” he remarked. After a 


number of years spent in the Big. 
Tent, his opinion is that it is no 


easy life. While the rest of the 
world lies asleep, the wheels of the 
circus troupe move on. At the 
break of dawn tents must go up 
again in the next city or country 
village. 

Always an adventurer, “in his 
teen age years Carlill rode the hills 
of Montana, and won fame as a 
bronco buster. He participated in 
many rodeos, and one of his proud 
possessions is a trophy for expert 
performance —a_ beautiful silver 
mounted saddle. 


Now these energies are devoted 
to winning the war against more 
dangerous enemies than any en- 
countered in circus or zoo.
